CROP CONDITIONS 
IN STATE PRAISED 
BY CHICAGO PARTY 


Capitalists Who Are Con- 
sidering $10,000,000 Rural 
Credits Bank Are Now 
Georgia Boosters. 


$200,000,000 COTTON 
CROP NOW PREDICTED 


Visitors Find Marked In- 
crease in the Production of 
Alfalfa and in Cattle Rais- 


ing Industry. 


After a whirlwind tour of south and 
southwest Georgia, with 4a party _of 
Chicago capitalists who are inspecting 
Georgia farms with a view to establish- 
ing a $10,000,000 rural credits banking 
institution in Georgia, Edwin P. Ansley 
and his party returned to Atlanta Fri- 
day morning at 11 o’clock, having cov- 
ered 622 miles since last Tuesday morn- 


ing at 7 o'clock. 

The Chicago people who left Atlanta 
last Tuesday were strangers in Georgia. 
The Chicago people who came back to 
Atlanta Friday were Georgia boosters. 

Colonel Knox and J. H. Prentiss, both 
vice presidents of the North American 
Insurance company, of Chicago, the 
company which is considering in- 
vesting $10,000,000 in Georgia, were 
thoroughly inoculated with the Georgia 
boosting bug when they got back to 
Atlanta. . 

“Please say for us,” they said to a 
Constitution reporter, “that we never 
dreamed of the great things Georgia 
is doing in an agricultural way nor of 
the prosperity which exists here. To 
say we were pleased with what we 
saw, as brief and hurried as we were 
compelled to make our trip, would be 
putting it mildly. Your crops are in 
fine condition; your agricultural re- 
sources are apparently unlimited, and 
your roads are for the most part mar- 
vels of excellence. ie ae

“We nee Georgia short on but one 
*thing—that is, ‘knockers!’ ”’ 
KC A sath American Insurance com- 
pany, which already has considerable 
capital invested in Georgia, expects 
within several weeks to have some- 
thing definite to announce as to further 
investments. As yet their plans for the 
rural credits bank, in the interest of 
which they have just completed this 
tour, are tentative. From the enthu- 
siatsic remarks of the. Chicagoans, 
however, they appear to be déeply in- 
terested in Georgia as a field for _— 
an investment, and have alrea y 
planned a thorough tour of the noggin 
tural sections of the state next fall.

Alfalfa is known as the mortgage- 
raiser of the western farmer, but Geor- 
gia farms can raise the crop quite as 
readily as the westerner and can get 
some three times the net profit out of 
it. 

The raising of alfalfa, points out Mr. 
Kuff, goes hand in hand with cattle 
raising. : 

“Ixvery year,’ says Mr. Ruff, “the 
people of Florida and Georgia are ship- 
ping their scrub cattle to Kansas, 
where it is fattened and shipped right 
back to us for our own consumption, 
plus the freight, the price of fatten- 
ing, the profit of the westerners and 
several middle men. With such crops 
of alfalfa as I have seen on this trip, l 
see no reason why in a few years Geor- 
gia will not be fattening her own cat- 
tle and saving all the money that is 
wasted in sending the scrubs west. The 
best beef today is the Virginia and 
Kéntucky beef, which is fattene@ on 
blue grass and corn. Georgia cattle fat- 
tened on alfalfa and corn would be 
just as good.”

The Piedmont lake bathing costume

After this, one almost refrains from 
mentioning the fact that a little 11- 
year-old girl was not allowed to go into 
the lake because her stockings did not 
quite make connection with her bloom- 
ers. It is worthy of note, however, that 
when she had dressed she wore pretty 
white socks which reached only about 
half way to her dimpled little knees. 
How shocking! Oh, dear me, yes! 

Well, well, well! Much might be 
said just here, but let’s quote the 
mayor. 

“From what the board has done in 
the past few weeks to make Atlanta the 
laughing stock of the nation,” said 
Mayor Woodward, “it is apparent that 
the members are capable of creating 
more amusement, so I have suggest- 
ed to Councilman Ashley that he offer a 
resolution in council on Monday abol- 
ishing the Grant Park zoo and utiliz- 
ing the cages to show our park board.”

Boy Barred From Lake 

As the result of the park board's 
order Thursday afternoon, attendants 
at the lake refused to allow the lad 
to go into the water in his “outrage- 
ous” suit. They said too much of his 
sturdy little arms showed. 

With tears in his eyes, and his little 
heart heavy, the youngster trudged 
back home, told his story to his moth- 
er. Needle and thread and an old gray 
Sweater were mustered into service, 
and with a few deft strokes of the 
needle, mother attached the long gray 
woolen sleeves to the alleged “sleeve- 
less” bathing garment. 

With his suit under one 
youngster boldly went back to. the 
lake. This time the sleeves reached 
over his wrists, in fact, were so long 
that he was forced to roll them up. 
He started into the water. 

“Hey, kid, you can’t get in the water 
with that suit,” shouted one of the at- 
tendants. 

“Gee, look at the sleeves,” reminded 
the lad. 

“That's all right, byt the sleeves ain't 
the same color as the shirt, so beat it.” 

And the lad did beat it back to moth- 
er. Mother, who, by the way, pays 
taxes on $150,000 worth of city proper- 
ty, went to Mayor Woodward's office 
and there she poured forth her indig- 
nant complaint, and she showed her 
son’s suit and left the garment with 
Mayor Woodward. 

And This Little GirL 

A little girl was deprived of her swim 
in the pool because one of the censors 
did not like her _ stocking, which 
reached just below the knee. The child 
was only 11 years old. Before’ she 
stepped into the water she was ordered 
to put her street clothes on. When she 
appeared in street attire—lace dress, 
etc.—the censor noticed that she wore 
little socks and white shoes, such 
as thousands of little girls and boys, 
too, wear in warm weather to parties, 
on the streets, and even within the sa- 
cred confines of the church.

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HOTTEST JUNE DAY 
MAY FIND A RIVAL 
IN WEATHER TODAY 


Forecaster Von Herrmann 
Says That Indications Are 
Mercury Will Go Boiling 
Up to 100 Degrees. 


99 DEGREES ON FRIDAY 
AT 3 IN THE AFTERNOON 


But Warm as It Was in At- 
lanta, Read the Records of 
7 Southern Cities Where It 
Was Over 100 Degrees. 


Suffering Atlanta, having undergone 
the ordeal of the summer's hottest day 
yesterday, will not feel quite so pleas- 
ant this moming when it wakes to face 
the announcement of Weather Fore- 
caster Von Hermann that all heat rec- 
ordg are likely to be smashed Satur- 
day by temperature so intense that the 
mercury may go boiling up to 100 de- 
grees. 

Friday was not only the hottest day 
of the year, but it was the hottest June 
day in Atlanta records. At 3 o'clock 
the thermometer attained 99 degrees, 
at which time it began to gradually 
descend: Only one previous June day 
is in comparison—June 4, 1911, when 
the mercury climbed to 98.2 degrees. 

All Records Threatened”. 

Friday likewise came near breaking 
the heat record for any day in the 
year, lacking only one degree of the 
record of 100 degrees established on 
July 19, 1887. This, so far as shown 
by the records, is the higsh-mercury 
mark of Atlanta. The heat at 3 o'clock 
was terrific. 

Slight clouds dimmed the sun along 
about 4:30, inspiring feeble hopes that 
there might be summer showers soon. 

The development of barometric de- 
pression over the plateau region gives 
no promise of relief from high temper- 
atures for the present, weather offi- 
cials say. The mercury is expected to 
continue high throughout Saturday, be- 
ginning with 78 to 80 degrees at 7 
o'clock in the morning, and continu- 
ing up to 95 and 96—possibly higher— 
at noon and during the afternoon. The 
winds will be light and variable, most- 
ly from the south to the southeast. 

There are also prospects for thunder- 
showers during the late afternoon. 

Other. Places Hot, Too. 

While Atlanta is experiencing record 
heat, there comes from Waynesboro 
and that vicinity the weather report 
that the temperature there has exceed- 
ed 104 this month. Columbus, too, has 
suffered severely, the mercury reach- 
ing 103 on June 11. One hundred and 
four degrees was noted in Waynesboro 
on May 29 and June 9. 

A weather condition which sets a 
precedent in Georgia was the record 
of 102 degrees in Toccoa, the mountain 
city in Stephens county, which is so 
far above sea level as to usually en- 
joy delightful temperature throughout 
the hot season. 

Seven Cities Are Hotter. 

Seven cities in the south on Friday 
reported temperatures of 100 degrees or 
more. Reports from practically all sec- 
tions showed high temperatures and a 
general continuance of drouth condi- 
tions. Heat records for June have been 
broken in many places. 

The highest temperature reported 
was from Petersburg, Va., where a gov- 
ernment thermometer registered 106 
degrees, breaking all local records for 
the month. Rain fell there late in*the 
day, bringing relief. Greensboro, N. C., 
had a maximum temperature of 103, 
Norfolk, Va., and Montgomery, Ala., of 
101, and Anderson, 8S. C., Richmond, Va., 
and Columbus, Ga., 100. Other temper- 
atures reported included the following: 

Macon, Ga., 99; Columbia, S. C., 98.3: 
Lynchburg, Va., 98; Raleigh, N. C., 97.6: 
Birmingham, Ala., 98; Charlotte, N. C., 
96.2; Danville, Va. 96; Chattanooga, 
Tenn., 97.2; Knoxville, Tenn., 96; At- 
lanta, Ga., 99; New Orleans, La. 91; 
Asheville, N. C., 90; Savannah, Ga., 90; 
Mobile, Ala., 90; Spartanburg, S. C., : 
Jacksonville, Fla., 89; Tampa, Fla., 
and Wilmington, N. C., 88. 

While local thundér showers fell in 
various localities, the precipitation, as 
a rule, was not sufficient to give any 
lasting benefit to growing crops.

On the Gallows Wilburn 


Pays the Death Penalty 


NICK WILBURN, WHO WAS HANGED AT GRAYS, GA., FOR MURDER OF 
THE HUSBAND OF HIS PARAMOUR., 


Pathetic Scenes Mark the 
Last Parting of the Young 
Murderer and His Family 
at Grays, Ga. 


Macon, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)—-The 
murder of James A. King, middle-aged 
farmer’ of Round Oak, Jones county, 
was avenged at 11:55 o’clock this morn- 
ing when the trap to the gallows in the 
Jones county jail at Grays was sprung 
and Nick Wilburn, a 25-vear-old farm 
hand, shot through space until his 
body was brought to a stop at the end 
of the rope and his neck broken. 

For seven minutes Wilburn, bound 
hand and foot, stood on the gallows- 
tree waiting for Sheriff Charlie Rob- 
erts to put in an appearance and hang 
him. Before the sheriff finally arrived 
the watchers in the death chamber 
were beginning to get nervous fearing 
that the sheriff's nerve had failed him. 
The sheriff had been in seclusion all 
morning, dreading the ordeal. He had 
taken no part in the preparations for 
the hanging, leaving all of the details 
in the hands of Sheriff-elect R. N. 
Ethridge, who was sworn in as a spe- 
cial bailiff. 

It was just 11:55 a. m. when the door 
leading from the superior court room 
to the “bridge of sighs” opened and 
Sheriff Roberts came swiftly across to 
the jail. Quickly he rushed into the 
death chamber and without glancing at 
Wilburn, gave the trigger a jerk and 
sprang from the room and rushed from 
the jail. He had gone almost before 
Wilburn’s body reached the end of the 
rope. 

No Statement by Wilburn. 

It was stated afterward that Sheriff 
Roberts had expected that it would 
take Wilburn five minutes to make a 
statement and two minutes for a final 
prayer and he had not expected to come 
into the death chamber until exactly 
11:55 a. m. However, Wilburn made no 


statement and he did not utter a pray- 
er. His last request was that his “ene- 


mies” be not permitted to witness his 


execution. 

It had been expected that Wilburn 
would embrace the Catholic faith, but 
when a priest from Macon appeared at 
the cell door this morning a short time 
before the execution, Wilburn declined 
to talk to him, saying: “I desire to 
die in my mother’s faith.” Rev. Mr. 
Sammons, a Baptist minister, was with 
Wilburn as he was being led to the 
gallows and offered words of encour- 
agement to him. 

Wilburn, when asked if he had any- 
thing to say just before the black cap 
was adjusted over his head, said: 

“No, thank you. I wish you all well.” 

Tells Loved Ones Goodby. 

During the morning Wilburn’s fa- 
ther, mother, sister and other relatives 
were with him. At 11:15 a. m. the an- 
nouncement was made that the final 
farewells must be said. 

The parting between Wilburn and his 
father came first. The latter, a highly 
respected farmer, now residing at East- 
man. broke down and wept as he 
grasped his son’s arms through the

CABINET JOYFUL 


—'! predicted before many days. 
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‘WER SITUATION 


Members, After Meeting' 
With Wilson, Fairly Radi-. 
ate Jubilation Over Pros- 
pects for Success of Media- 
tion. 


Washington, June 12.—The Washing- 
ton government was so optimistic to- 
day over the prospects for the success 
of the Mexican mediation that cabi- 
net members fairly radiated jubilation 
when they left the white house after 
a conference with the president. 
President Wilson broke his long and 
patient silence on the subject by au- 
thorizing the declaration that the out- 
look for mediation was encouraging. 
Secretary Bryan was so enthused over 
the peace outlook that he laughed 
with newspaper men and fellow cabi- 
net members as they tarried outside the 
executive offices.

SUFFRAGETTE VANDALS 
FIRE ANCIENT CHURCH 


Building Dating From Twelfth 
Century Saved by Rec- 
tor and Villagers. 


London, June 12.—Militant suffra- 
gettes early today attempted to burn 
the ancient Church of St. Margaret at 
Chipstead, fourteen miles from London. 
Whree fires, fed by fire lighters com- 
posed of squares of nest saturated with 
oil, were set by the “arson squad.” 

The rector, the tev. William H. 
Stone, and the villagers extinguished 
the flames before much damage had 
been done. The church dates from the 
twelfth century. 

Expression of anger at the vandal- 
ism of the militant suffragettes were 
more vehement than ever today among 
the general public, which was roused 
by yesterday's attempt to blow up the 
historic coronation stone and chair in 
Westminster abbey. The leniency of 
the government in releasing women 
after a few days’ detention in jail gen- 
erally is condemned.

LESS THAN LAST YEAR 


Income Tax Proceeds Fall Be- 
low Estimates—False Re- 
turns Charged.

fiscal year ending June 20 will exceed 
Ordinary expenses by about $30,000,000. 
This is about $10,000,000 less than last 
year’s surplus. Income tax returns 
have fallen below original estimates, 
but the customs houses’ turned in 
about $21,000,000 more than predicted. | 
Whatever surplus there is will be ab- 
sorbed by Panama canal payments, as 
it was last vear. 

Secretary McAdoo 
this year’s ordinary receipts would ag- 
gregate $733,000,000 and the total or- 
dinary disbursements $703,009,000. 
Total receipts for the last fiscal year 
were $723,782,921, with ordinary dis- 
bursements of $683,699,692. 

“The ordinary internal revenue re- 
ceipts will probably be about $311,000,- 
000, a decrease of about $1,000,000 from 
the original estimate,” said Secretary 
McAdoo in:a statement tonight. 

“The additional ifitternal revenue re- 
ceipts will probably amount to about 
$75,000,000, the total excise tax as- 
sessments to date against corporations 
is between $43,000,000 and $44,000,000, 
about $2,400,000 in excess of the esti- 
mate. The personal income tax as- 
sessments to date are $30,750,000, 
which is $3,250,000 less than the esti- 
mate. The totai assessment on cor- 
porations and individuals will be at 
least $75,000,000. The miscellaneous 
receipts will probably be about $56,- 
000,000, a decrease of about $3,000,000 
below the estimates,

for the safety of the liner, which the 
writer declared would be blown up at 
sea by placing dynamite in the coal. In 
carrying out these instructions, the de- 
tectives staged a spectacular drama in 
real life, following every injunction 
specified by the would-be steamship 
wrecker. Burton, too, the detectives al- 
lege, carried out the part assigned the 
collector of the $10,000 by blowing a 
police whistle as a signal for an agent 
of the Cunard line to drop a package 
containing the money from the rear 
platform of a West Shore train. De- 
tectives stationed on a special train 
following, seized Burton, who they say 
picked up the decoy package. 

Previous to staging the final act of 
the plot last night the detectives on 
Wednesday afternoon followed _ the 
first order. The writer of the letters 
demanded as an indication of good 
faith that an agent of the Cunard line 
stand for three minutes with an arm 
resting on a statue in the New York 
city hall park at 5:30 p. m. of that day. 
At the end of three minutes the agent 
was to raise his hat and disappear. The 
writer stated that he would be in a 
position to see and would take this 
pantomime as an indication that the 
money was to be paid in the manner 
demanded and as carried out by the 
detectives.

BY GEO. 1. NORTHEN 


Law Graduation Takes Place 
Monday Night — Oratory 
Winners on Program. 


With a masterful address on “The 
Relation of the Government to the 
Masses,” George T. Northen was award- 
ed the gold medal in the prize oratori- 
cal contest of the Atlanta Law school, 
held Friday night at the Carnegie li- 
brary. 

The judges who awarded the medal 
to Mr. Northen, choosing him out of 
seven competitors for the prize, were 
Dr. J. Wade Conkling, Judge George L. 
Bell and R. T. Wilson. The speaker 
who won second place in thé opinion of 
the judges was Allen G. Loehr. The 
students were trained for the contest 
by Mrs. William Claer Spiker. Mr. 
Northen in his address espoused 
strongly the principles of the Hamil- 
tonian democracy as opposed to the 
Jeffersonian school. He said that the 
progress made by the masses in their 
ability to deal with the questions of 
government is not equal to the demands 
made upon-them by the problems of the 
day. On some of the important phases 
of government, said ~Mr. Northen, the 
masses are remarkably ignorant. He 
made an appeal for fewer elections and 
more clearly defined issues.

Ernest G. Bentley, “The Greatest Law:

LINCOLN EULOGIZED 
AT MOTHER’S GRAVE 


Lincoln City, Ind... June 12.—At_ the 
grave of his mother, Abraham Lincoln 
was eulogized by a former vice presi- 
dent of the United States and three for- 
mer governors during the pilgrimage 
today of the Indiana Republican Edi- 
torial association to this place. The 
grave of Nancy Hanks Lincoln and the 
old Lincoln home are now included 
in a state park. 

Augustus Ic. Willson, former govern- 
or of Kentucky, addressed the editors 
and their friends on behalf of the state 
of Lincoln's nativity; W. T. Durbin, 
former governor of Indiana, on behalf 
of the kate of Lincoln's boyhood: Rich- 
rard Yates, former governor of Illinois, 
on behalf of the state of Lincoln’s 
final adoption, and Charles W. Fair- 
banks, former vice president, on be- 
half of the nation. After reviewing 
the life of the civil war president, Mr. 
Fairbanks paid special tribute to his 
modesty, patience and loyalty. 

“Mr. Lincoln was beset by more and 
graver questions than ever taxed his 
illustrious predecessors or his great 
successors,’ said the former vice presi- 
dent, “but he never lost control of his 
better judgment; he never compromised 
with expediency, nor never for one mo- 
ment bartered sound principles for the 
hope of political preferment.” 


ASKS HARD PUNISHMENT 
FOR CARELESS CAPTAINS 


Washington, June 12.—Carelessness 
on the part of vessel captains in the 
handling of their craft will not be tol- 
erated hereafter by the department of 
commerce. With the recent disasters 
of the Empress of Ireland, in the St. 
Lawrence river, and the Old Dominion 
liner Monroe, off the Virginia coast, 
still fresh in mind, Secretary Redfield so 
indicated in a letter to the head of the 
steamboat inspection service calling at- 
tention to the recent grounding of the 
passenger steamer Iroquois in the Hud- 
son river, for which the captain of the 
Iroquois is said to have received a thirty 
days’ suspension of his license. The sec- 
retary is convinced that the punishment 
often meted out to vessel captains who 
are in accidents is insufficient for the 
gravity of the offense. In his letter 


Secretary Redfield says in part: 

“If there is no law to the contrary in 
the case I should say that this captain, 
if he had passengers on board at the 
time of this accident, should have had 
his license suspended at least for the 
season on its being proven that he had 
run at usual speed at night in a fog.”

BANKERS IN CLASH 
UVER DIRECTORS 


Financiers Who Attended 
the Regional Reserve Bank 
Meeting Discuss Organi- 
zation Difficulties. 


Serious menace to the organization 
of Atlanta’s regional reserve bank is 
seen today by financiers because of al- 
leged “jealousy and politics’ which 
came to the surface at the Chattanooga 
convention, held Thursday, to make up 
the ticket for directors of class A and 
B for group l. 

Nashville bankers openly declare 
that a movement was started in Chat- 
tanooga to ignore the indorsement of 
Colonel Whitefoord R. Cole, made by 
the Tennessee Bankers’ association. It 
is further charged that the same banks 
“were instruments” in bringing about 
the defeat of Colonel Cole when he 
ran for governor of Tennessee. 

Alabama Controversy. 

Alabama cities are also involved in 
a controversy. James Keith, M. B. 
Wellborn and Frank Leigh, prominent 
bankers of Oxford and Anniston, Ala., 
in a letter written to the clearing 
house banks of Montgomery, assert 
that A. Y. Malone, of Columbia, prac- 
ticed duplicity to obtain the indorse- 
ment of the Alabama bankers for di- 
rector over McLane Tilton, of Pell City, 
Ala. The letter. which was called to 
the attention of Atlanta bankers just 
before the Chattanooga convention 
opened, declared further that the ac- 
tions of Malone showed him to be un- 
worthy of the place as director. 

As the result of friction which was 
apparent from the moment the conven- 
tioned opened, nothing was accomplish- 
ed except the adoption of a set of reso- 
lutions offered by Mr. Malone urging 
all member banks of the sixth district 
to make nominations immediately, and 
after all nominations are certified to, 
that a meeting be held in Montgomery 
at such a time as selected by the clear- 
ing house association. 

Another lively development at the 
convention was the communication 
from Nashville, signed by the Ameri- 
can National bank, Broadway National. 
Cumberland Valley, Fourth and First 
and Hermitage National, protesting 
against the convention on the ground 
that it was unauthorized. In a reply 
sent by the above banks to the invi- 
tation issued by the Chattanooga 
Clearing House association, Nashville 
bankers not only declined to take part 
in the convention, but made the charge 
that the meeting was called as'‘an ef- 
fort to defeat Colonel Cole, the Nash- 
ville candidate, and nominate T. R. 
Preston, a Chattanooga representative. 

Nashville’s Communication. 

Nashville’s vigorous communication 
to the convention follows: 

“Weare greatly surprised that Chat- 
tanoogza has called a convention for 
June 11 to nominate a candidate for 
directorship in the Atlanta regional 
bank. 

“At the recent annual meeting of the 
Tennessee Bankers’ association, in 
Chattanooga, it was unanimously voted 
that no convention would be held. At 
the same time the Tennessee Bankers’ 
association unanimously indorsed Mr. 
Whitefoord R. Cole as class A, group l, 
director. 

“At this late day, on the eve of the 
election, despite the facts stated above, 
this unauthorized convention has been 
called, apparently in the interest of a 
(‘hattanooga banker, who desires to be- 
come a candidate as a class A di- 
rector. 

“We will not attend this convention 
under the circumstances, feeling that 
the same is unauther?tzed and will not 
be representative. 


“We hope your views will coincide

BLOODY SnIRT 15 GLU 


N COLUMBUS MURDERS, 


Extra Guard Maintained at 
Muscogee Jail to Protect 
Three Prisoners. 


Columbus, Ga, June 12.—A _ blood- 
soaked shirt may prove one of the most 
important clues in the three Columbus 
murder mysteries, in connection with 
which Dave Warner, Son Jenkins and 
Luther Babbett are being held. 

Detective C. P. Moore, of Macon, who 
has been retained in the case by the 
Muscogee county sheriff, J. A. Beard, 
tonight recovered a bloody shirt near 
the scene of the latest murder, when 
Frank Allen was literally shot to 
pieces. That the shirt was the property 
of one of the trio’of prisoners is in- 
timated, but a positive statement will 
not be made by the detectives. It is 
stated, however, that the shirt was not 
the one worn by Allen before he was 
killed. 

The extra guards are still being 
maintained at the county jail for the 
purpose of protecting the prisoners 
from expected demonstrations. 


ORDER IS RESTORED 
THROUGHOUT ITALY 


Rome, June 12.—Almost all of Italy 
was quiet tonight, following rioting 
which began with the recent declara- 
tion of a general strike. Demonstra- 
tions virtually had ceased and railway 
communication was about normal. 

Ancona, since the outbreak there last 
Saturday, has been calm. Anarchists 
sacked the Constitutional club in Ra- 
venna and destroyed autograph por- 
traits of King Victor Emmanuel and 
Queen Helena. This gave the move- 
ment in Ravenna a revolutionary char- 
acter, but order was restored by troops. 

The city of Forti experienced the 
same kind of outbreak as Ravenna. 
At Naples hoodlums attempted to dom- 
inate several quarters of the town, but 
were scattered by soldiers.
